At 10 o'clock a large number of Christian friends 
were assembled on the wharf to witness the em- 
barkation, and to exchange parting salutations with 
the missionaries. About fifty ladies and gentle- 
men went on board the stexmer John Bell, which 
was to tow the Cohota down the bay, and proceed- 
ed to the ship which was then lying at anchor in 
the stream. We were soon on board, and with 
song and chorus the sailors raised the anchor, and 
the ship started on its way. Immediately the compa- 
ny were gathered in the cabin for religious services. 
The Rev. James B. Taylor, Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Southern Baptist Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, read the 890th hymn in the Psalmist, which

Mr. Taylor then offered a few appropriate remarks 
and the Rev. John Dowling of this city, commend- 
ed the voyagers to the care and blessing of God, 
in solemn prayer.

The Hon. Alexander H. Everett, U. S. Minister 
to China, who with his lady sailed in the same ves- 
sel, was then introduced to the company by the 
Rev. Mr. Dowling, and made a very elegant and 
vi ry pertinent address. The preceding services 
had deeply moved him, and when he came forward 
his deep emotion was plainly inanifest. He express- 
ed his adiniration of the missionyry enterprise, and 
oi the fortitude, self-denial and devotion which was 
cxhibited by the missionaries of the cross. He 
s oke particularly of China as an important field 
for missionary operations—an influence extended 
t. ere reached at once a Jarge portion of the human 
fmily. His remarks upon China indicated that he 
had been making himself familiar with the nation 
in which he is to represent our government. He 
aJoded with gratitude to the fact of his having been 
remembered in the prayer just offered, and conclu- 
ded by pledging any services which he could ren- 
der in his official capacity, in aid of the labors of 
or brethren. The Rev. I. M. Steward of the Sea- 
men’s Bethel, then offered prayer, and thus closed 
the solemn services. 

And now the time had come for the words of 
parting. These were sxon exchanged, with many 
mnifestations of the warmest Christian sympathy 
and affection, and then we who were to come back 
returned to the deck of the steamer. The lines 
were cast off, and as we shot past the ship the sail- 
ors gave us three hearty cheers which were instant- 
dy returned. And then, long as their forms were 
visible, we watched our friends, who stood upon the 
quarter deck of the ship recognizing and retuning 
our salutations, 


It was a noble sight, that gallant ship, as she 
spre d her entire canvass to the breeze, and moved 
proudly away to the ocean,—but the sight of that 
little band of missionaries, giving up all for Christ, 
that they might bear his Name and grace to the 
#perishing, had in it infinitely more of the true sub- 
lime. God grant them as favoring winds in all the 
voyage as those which bore them from our sight, 
vand many useful days among the benighted ones 
whom they go to enligl.ten !” 

‘Interesting services were held the day previous

E. N. Jencks preached; at Dr. Cone’s Church in the 
afternoon, when all the missionaries were present and 
sc vera] addresses were delivered.

Shall it be done ? 

We earnestly hope that the good resolutions 
adopted at the late meeting of our State Conven- 
tion will not be suffered to flash out without doing 
execution. Our committees, like platoons of artil- 
lery-men, may manage their pieces well, and “make 
a fair report,” but if the contents of the gun are 
mere powder and wadding, the weapons of our war- 
fare will prove not very mighty in overthrowing 
strong holds. With reference especially to our 
Domestic Mission and Educational operations, we 
trust that the Convention reports will be followed 
by something like adequate results. These two 
objects come within the direct supervision of our 
own State Boards, and yet they have hitherto been 
very generally forestalled and too nearly superse- 
ded by other interests. ‘That it may not be so the 
present year, we commend these objects to the ear- 
liest attention of the churches, especially as they 
occupy the first place in the quarterly arrangement 


adopted by the Convention. 
The following is the Report of the Committee on 


Domestic Missions : 

“The Board of the Connecticut Baptist State 
Convention would present the following communi- 
cation as their Twenty-third Annual Report. 

We cannot at this time speak of great things that 
have been accomplished through our agency the 
past year. ‘The limited means put into our hands, 
and the peculiar circumstances in which we have 
been placed, have not warranted us to expect great 
results; still we can speak of something that has 
been done. 

At the last annual meeting our expectations were 
much raised by the increase of funds in the Domes- 
tic Mission treasury; and by a recommendation of 
the former Board, sustained by a resolution of the 
Convention, instructing the acting Board for the 
present year to employ two missionaries within the 
boundaries of this State. The time then seemed to 
have come, when, in obedience to the great commis- 
sion, two should go forth in company, and, with 
their united strength and courage, succeed in put- 
ting “ten thousand” of the enemy to flight. But 
the time had not yet come. Preliminary steps were 
taken to secure the services of another missionary 
to labor in conjunction with Bro. N. E. Shailer, but 
for certain uncontrol'able circumstances the project 
was abandoned, and he was engaged, as in past 


yearg, to labor alone. What induced the Board to 


pursue a course so contrary to the instructions of 
the Convention was the want of funds sufficient to 
sustain two missionaries, and the continuance of a 
separate missionary organization in the south «a t- 
ern part of the State. Otherwise the instructions 
of the Convention would have been followed, and 
we trust the natural good results from such an in- 
crease of missionary labor would have been clearly 
seen. But since this organization has recently been 
disbanded, doubtless the funds from this source 
will in future flow into the general treasury, while 
we shall enjoy both the prayers and hearty co-ope- 
ration of the brethren in that part of the State in 
carrying forward the great missionary work. Hence 
we trust that the acting Board of the coming year, 
having no such obstacles in their way, will be able 
to send forth two laborers: into the field, full of the 
Holy Ghost and of faith, and who, like the disci- 
ples of old, “shall go everywhere preaching the 
W ord.” 

The following statistics will show, in part, what 
has been done for Domestic Missions in the State 
during the past year. The Treasurer, as you will 
learn from his Report, has received $896,27 ; $132 
of this from the Litchfield Co. Fund, from which 
the following appropriations have been made:

Great exertions 
have also Deo mol this year for the Foreign Mis- 
sion and Bible causes, which have had their influ- 
ence to call away the attention of the churches from 
their real destitution and necessities at home. And 
while we would by no means complain of, but rath- 
er commend the churches for their zeal in sustain- 
ing these truly noble causes, still we cannot but 
mourn that so little interest is manifested by them 
in cultivating the moral wastes immediately around 


Your missio during the year has labored with 


his wonted faithfulness and perseverance. In con- 
cert with other worthy individuals, he has succeed- 
ed in completing, dedicating, and nearl y payin for 
a valuable meeting-house in Pleasant Valley,w 
a Baptist church been constituted, which fora 
of the time has the ministration of the Word 
of Life. And though in the former part of the year 
Bro. Shailer seemed depressed in spirit because of 
the great spiritual drought in Zion, and because,as 
he expressed it, he was taken from the missionary 
work “to that of serving tables,” in the erection of 
laces of worship; still towards the close of the 
year his heart has been cheered in witnessing the 
fall of some mercy-drops, and the word preached 
accompanied with the energies of the Holy Spirit. 
Therefore, in reviewing the year, our labor ap- 
to have been not altogether in vain. Some 
faithful pastors have been in part sustained, and en- 
couraged to go forward in their work : a few fee- 
ble churches have been strengthened, and enabled 
to hold up the standard of the cross, while to some 
of the destitute and “perishing poor” the “gospel 
has been preached.” 
But why may we not expect greater things than 
these in future? Why may not the hearts and 
energies of the entire denomination in this State 
be enlisted in lifting up their banner in every valley 
and on every hill, and in erecting a moral watch- 
tower on every eminence, until their watchmen 
shall see eye to eye over the extent and around the 
circumference of our Zion ? There are fields— 
destitute, but promising fields yet—which need to 
be cultivated. There ts much land to be possessed; 
and we are able to go up and possess it—only let 
us so conduct ourselves that the “Lord will delight 
in us” But with our present faint hearts and pu- 
ny efforts, we cannot succeed. Instead of one, we 
should send two or more missionaries into the field, 
who, uniting their wisdom and moral influence and 
labors, shall make a vigorous assault upon the 
strong holds of the enemy, and, an 
make the saine to become the strong holds of Zi- 
on. And as in primitive times the churches sent 
forth their brethren whom they had separated for 
the work, with fasting and prayer, and laying on of 
hands, in like manner now we should send forth 
our brethren, whom we separate for the missionary 
work, and soon they will return again to us from 
whom “they have been recommended to the grace 
of God, for the work which they have fulfilled, re- 
hearsing al] that God has done with them, and how 
he has opened the door of faith unto the people.” 
The above Report and resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted, after which the following resolu- 
tion was passed with equal unanimity : 
Resolved, That this Convention authorize their 
Executive Board to attempt to raise the sum of fif- 
teen hundred dollars for the Domestic Mission in 
this State, by apportioning it on the several church- 
es; and request the pastors to co-operate in obtain- 
ing the money. 
The apportionment here contemplated, has been 
made by a committee of the Board, and we suppose 
that arrangements have been made to inform the 
churches of the amount requested from each. We 
cannot doubt that the sum specified will be very 
cheerfully, as it may be very easily, raised, by ma- 
king provision in season. We hope it will be ac- 
complished, and the money forwarded to the Trea- 
surer of the Convention during the ensuing three 
months. We have resolved well—*“ Now, there- 


fore, perform the doing of it.” 
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“Christianity without Christ.” 
Dr. Putnam, a Unitarian clergyman, has defined 
Unitarianism,as“a center without a circumference,” 
and he might have added that it was a Christianity 
without a Christ ; for that doctrine teaches salva- 


tion by works independent of, and separate from 
salyation through a crucified Saviour. The editor 


ble remarks in his last paper, in which he shows 
very clearly that there can be no Christianity with- 
out faith in Christ as a Saviour. His remarks are 
evidently aimed at the Unitarians, although he says 
nothing about Unitarianism ; but the very first sen- 
tence is so direct a hit at the sentiments which 
have been of jate advocated by leading men in that 
sect, that neither Theodore Parker nor Dr. Putnam 
can mistake its meaning. He says: “There seems 
to be a new kind of Christianity coming up among 
us, a Christianity different from the Christianity of 
our fathers, or that of the Bible. It is a Curist- 
IANITY wiTHout Curist. It is a Christianity 
without Christ’s miracles, without his resurrection, 
in a word without his Messiahship.” After a col- 
umn or more of remarks, in which the fallacy of 
Unitarianism is very clearly exhibited, the Trum- 
pet closes by affectionately warning young clergy- 
men against the disguised infidelity of this age.” 
That the charge in the Trumpet is true, and that 
Unitarianism is nothing more than infidelity in dis- 
guise, any one who has taken the least pains to in- 
form himself upon such matters, must readily ad- 
mit ; but it struck us as something odd,to see a Uni- 
versalist editor, who is himself a Unitarian, affec- 
tionately warning young men against the disguised 
infidelity of Unitarianism. But the fact is that the 
distinctive Unitarianism of the day is of such a 
questionable character, and is so constantly chang- 
ing its shape,that it would excite no surprise to see, 
not only Universalists, but Deists and Infidels rebu 
king them for their inconsistencies. 

As an evidence of the constant change of senti- 
ment that is going forward among Unitarians, we 
would refer to an article in the Christian Register, 
of week before last, a Unitarian paper printed at 
Boston. It is well known that Unitarians have 
boasted loudly of their liberality ; that they were 
not confined in their faith by human creeds,—that 
“the Bible is our only creed.” But even this senti- 
ment is given up by some among them. The wri- 
ter of the article alluded to comes out point blank 
against it, and assigns as a reason why they can- 
not consistently advocate such a doctrine,that Uni- 
tarians do not believe the Bible! Some he says re- 
ject the Old Testament, “and,” he adds, “as to the 
New Testament, where are the individuals among 
our clergy who do not make considerable abate- 
ment, and that not only in matters of trifling mo- 
ment, but in parts which have been by other sects 
deemed essential to the evangelical system. 1 
need not refer to the miraculous conception, to the 


acles.” A very good reason, certainly, why they 
should give up the Bible as their only creed. 

While upon this subject, it may not be improp- 
er to allude toa circumstance connected with Uni- 
tarianism in our own midst.

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Missionary Sketches--No. 11. 


In our last we gave a sketch of Mrs. Judson’s 
ife from her departure to Burmah until her return. 
So interesting is the remaining part of her life tha‘ 
we are at a loss what to select for our present pur- 
pose. We indulge the hope that every one who 
reads this sketch will have recourse to the memoir 
and review the whole. 

Mrs. Judson, on her voyage to England, began 
to experience beneficial results from the change of 
air and occupation ; and she indulged the hope that 
on reaching England she would be able to return 
immediately to Burmah. But the hand of provi- 
dence directed her otherwise. On her arrival in 
England, she was received by her Christian friends 
with every mark of attention and love. Eagerly 
did the females of every denomination crowd around 
her to listen to her recital of heathen depravity, and 
great benefit immediately resulted to the cause of 
missions from her visit. At the earnest request of 
friends she visited Scotland, and was there receiv- 
ed with the same love as in England. Aftera short 
visit in that country she embarked for America, not 
however until she had received another proof of her 
friends’ attachment, by the payment of her passage 
to this country. Who will attempt to describe the 
emotions which filled her heart as she caught a 
glimpse of her own native America? Who will 
relate the expectations which were formed in her 
heart? Who can express the sorrow she indulged 
as she thought of those who had been taken away 
during her absence ? 

Her visit to this country was opportune and high- 
ly successful. Her counsels were of great worth 
in leading the Convention, which was held while 
she was in this country, to take such measures as 
would more successfully promote the Redeemer’s 
cause on earth. Many a heart was aroused to ac- 
tion in the cause of Christ by her history of Bur- 
mah,—many a heart was led to pray for the con- 
version of the world. But we must not dwell upon 
the pleasure of her visit. 

Returning health convinced her of her duty to 
return to Burmah ; and after spending a few months 
among her friends, she again sailed to the people 
of her love. Her visit had rendered her doubly 
dear to her friends, and when she left them, they, 
like others of old, “ wept sore, and fell on her neck 
and kissed her, sorrowing most of all, for the words 
which she spake, that they should see her face no 
more.” 

Mrs. Judson returned to Burmah to encounter 
such trials and anguish of mind as no other female 
ever endured. While engaged one day in their 
usual duties, the officers of the government rushed 
in and seized Mr. Judson and hurried him away to 
the court. Intelligence was brought to Mrs. Judson 
that her husband was confined in the death prison ! 
Officers searched her rooms and clothing for infor- 
mation against her husband. The greatest anxie- 
ty was awakened in her mind. Mr. Judson might 
then be undergoing the punishment of death, and 
death might secon release her also. During the 
night that followed, “sleep was a stranger” to her 
eyes, “and peace and composure” to her mind.— 
For two long days and nights she remained in this 
condition. On the third day, after overcoming 
many difficalties, she gained permission to see Mr. 
Judson ; but we forbear a description of the scene.

The fever was burning in his 
bones, and parching his lips; the angel of death 
seemed to be not far distant. Mrs. Judson enjoy- 
ed the happiness of being permitted to attend her 
husband and alleviate his pains ; and no doubt her 
constant care, her cheerful encouraging frame of 
mind were the means of saving Mr. Judson. 


One day she was summoned to the Governor. 
Not knowing what was wanting, she obeyed with 
a reluctant heart. It was only a plan to secure her 
absence while they might remove Mr. Judson.— 
Conceive, therefore, her surprise, when she Jearned 
that the prisoners had al] been removed. She sup- 
posed of course, they had been taken to the place 
of execution. She ran out to catch one more glimpse 
of her husband while alive ; but neither Mr. Jud- 
son nor the rest were to be seen. With a heavy 
heart she returned to the hovel she had prepared, 
expecting the speedy release of her husband. On 
learning that the prisoners had been removed to the 
country, she resolved to set out the next morning 
in search of them. After a day’s journey, under 
the sun of a tropical climate, she reached the pris- 
on yard and found once more the object of her love. 
A scene of distress awaited her beyond description. 
We forbear to dwell longer upon this subject. Most 
gladly do we pass over the intervening days, and 
notice that after multiplied cares and sorrow they 
were released. Few ever endured more—few ev-

The trials at Ava wore upon the constitution of 
Mrs. Judson; and after peace had been secured 
and every prospect seemed flattering, the angel of 
death summoned her to the eternal world. Mr. 
Judson was absent on business, and she “died in a 
strange place, and surrounded by strangers.” She 
rests beneath the “hopia tree” on the banks of the 
Selwyn. The traveller as he passes by never fails 
to cast his eye upon that sacred spot. The mission- 
ary enters within that “small rude fence” to mourn 
over her grave and catch the spirit that animated 
her on earth. Mrs. Judson has passed away ; but 
though “dead she yet speaketh,” and her voice is 
heard ;—though dead, she yet lives,—lives in the 
hearts of her friends, of Christians, and above all, 
in the hearts of the far-off heathen.

An Extra from the office of the Lexington (Mo.)

Sr. Jouy’s (NeEwrounDLAND) TOTALLY DESTROY- 
ep BY Fire,any Firty Lives Lost.—Capt.Scarrow, 
of the brig Blucher, which arrived here this morn- 
ing from Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, brings in- 
formation of the destruction by fire, of the city of 
St. John’s. The captain reports that the fire com- 
menced on the Uth inst., and was still burning on 
the 12th, the day he sailed. 

A report was current when he left Harbour Grace, 
that the whole city, except two stores, had been de- 
stroyed ; that about fifteen vessels in the port had 
been consumed, and that fifty soldiers had perished 
in blowing up houses to arrest the progress of the 
flames ; but as regards the truth of these latter par- 
ticulars Capt. Scarrow cannot vouch, not having 
been able to procure correct information before his 
departure. 

Since the above intelligence was communicated 
to us, we may mention that Halifax papers to the 
Isth instant have come to hand, but they make no 
mention of any such accident having occurred.— 
Notwithstanding this, the statement above given 
may be substantially correct, the communication be- 
tween the places being some what irregular. 

St. John’s, Newfoundland, suffered severely from 
fire during the three successive years, 1516, 1517 
and Isls. On the first occasion 130 houses were 
burned, the pecuniary loss amounting to upwards 
of £100,000, and 1500 persons driven to seek for 
habrtations. 


There has, no doubt, been a very destructive fire 
at St. John’s, but we think the loss of life and prop- 
erty very much exaggerated. Our previous ac- 
counts from Newfoundland were to the 7th ult., 
received by the way of Halifax, which were receiv- 
ed there on the 15th by the mail boat. The fire, it 
is said, took place on the 9th ult., two days after.— 
The distance between Harbour Grace and St. John's 
(about 50 miles,) could be accomplished in eight or 
ten hours, by land and ferry boat, between the two 
places.— Commercial Advertiser. 


Mrcancnory Disaster.—From an extra of the 
Republican, published at Peekskill, dated June 24, 
half-past 4 P. M., we learn that intelligence had just 
arrived at that village that the boiler of the steam 
engine used by the Kid Salvage Company for pump- 
ing the water from the Coffer Dam, at the foot of 
Dunderburgh opposite that place, expigded about 
an hour ago, seriously if not fatally wounding the 
Engineer, and injuring several of the men econnect- 
ed with the works.

And at any of the meetings atoresaid, the said 
selectmen and town clerk shall have power to examine 
and decide upon ull applications that shall be made to 
them for the privilege of voting in the town where such 
meeting is held, by persons previously admitted elec- 
tors in other towns, and who claim the privilege of vo- 
ting as aforesaid under the provisions of the foregoing 
sections of this act; and a record shall bee made and 
preserved of the persons so admutted to such privilege, 
and the officers for which they are entitled to vote. 
And the select men and town clerk shall be in session 
during the elector’s meeting of their respective towns, 
at or near the place where such meeting is held, from 
seven o’clock, A. M., until the close of such meeting, 
for the purpose of exainming and deciding upon all 
applications to be admitted to the privileges of an elee- 
tor, or for the privilege of voting in the town where 
such meeting is held, by persons previously admitted 
electors in other towns. And said selectinen and town 
clerk shall be sworn to a faithful discharge of all the 
duties imposed upon them by the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 4. The town clerk in each town in this State, 
shall during the Wek next preceding the time of hold- 
ing any such electors’ meeting, prepare from the re- 
cords and other evidences in his possession, a list, as 
nearly perfect as practicable, of the names of all elec- 
tors entutled to vole in such town, and of the officers 
for whom they may vote, by virtue of the provisions 
of this act,—which names shall be duly arranged in al- 
phabetical order ; and fur such service said town clerk 
shall be paid a reasonable compensation by such town. 
And to the list so prepared as aforesaid, said town 
clerk shall add the names of a:l such persons as shall 
have been adinitted as electors or to ibe privilege of 
voling under the provisions of the third section of this 
act: Andany elector of such town shall be entitled to 
demand and receive of such town clerk a copy of said 
list so made as aforesaid, on paying theretor the same 
fees as town clerks are by law entitled to receive for 
copies of records. The presiding oflicer of every elec- 
tors’ meeting may receive the votes of all persons 
whose names are on said list, unless the right of such 
person or persons to vole in such town at such election 
is Challenged ; and if any person whose name is not on 
said list shall offer to vote at said meeting, said presi- 
ding officer may receive such vote, if he is of opinion 
that the person offering the same is a legal voter of 
such town at such election, unless the right of such 
person or persons so to vote is challenged. Andif the 
vote of any person or persons is challenged as afore- 
said, or if any person is aggrieved by the decision of 
such presiding ofhecer in receiving or refusing to receive 
any vote or voles otiered as afore said, the said presi- 
ding officer shall refer the question of questions so ari- 
sing to said selectinen and town clerk, by whom the 
same shall be immediately beard and decided before 
the ballot-bex is closed and reported to said presiding 
oilicer, Who shall contorm to such decision, And said 


presiding oilicer shall see that the name of every elec- 
tor is entered upon said list before his vote shall be re- 
ceive d, and shall check or cause to be checked the name 
of each elector voting at such electors’ meeting, at the 
time his vote shall be received, and shall erase from 
said list the name of every person thereon who shall 
be found not entitled to vote at such electors’ meeting 
in manner aforesaid ; and within twenty-four hours al- 


ter the final adjournineut of said mecting, the said hist 
with the marks or checks thereon, shall by such presi- 
ding officer be lodged in the office of the town clerk, 
where the same shall be ke pton file and careiully pre- 
served. 

Sec. 5 The said selectmen and town clerk when met 
at any time for the purpose of examining and deciding 
upon applications to be admitied to the privileges of an 
elector, or to examine and decide upon applications for 
the privilege of voting in such town by persons previ- 
ously admitted electors in other towns, or to hear and 
det-rmine challenges and appeals as is herein before 
provided, may examine applicants and witnesses under 
oath ; and any person so examined who shall be guilty 
of wilful false swearing, upon conviction thereof, shall 
suffer the punishment prescribe? by law for perjury ; 
and if any person not under oath shall wilfully give a 
false name, ora false statement to said selectinen and 
town clerk when so met, he shall forfeit the sum of fif- 
ty dollars tothe treasury of the State. And the town 
clerk and inajority of the selectmen(and in the absence 
of the town clerk a majority of the selectmen) shall 
constitate a quorum to act on all questions before them; 
and a quorum being present, the decision of a majority 
of those present shall be binding. 

Sec. 6. Incase at the electors’ meeting on the first 

Monday in April there shal] not be a choice of one or 
both of the Representatives to which any town may be 
entitled, then the said electors’ meeting shall stand ad- 
journed to the Tuesday following the said first Me nday 
in April, at the same hour at which the said meeting 
was held in such town on said first Monday, in the 
morning ; and if one Representative only shall be to 
be chosen at one balloting, then and in that case the 
pogeee having the greatest number of votes upon such 
valloting shall be declared to to be chosen ; and in case 
two Representatives are to be chosen at one and the 
same balloting, then and in that case the two persons 
having the greatest number of votes upon such ballot- 
ing shall be so declared to he elected, 

Sec. 7. ‘The second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, se- 
venth, and eighth sections of an act entitled “An Act 
regulating special Electors’ Meetings for the choice ot 
Representatives in the Congress of the United States,”
